not disclose or suggest the comparison limitations in the instant claims directed to 
comparing the target and actual pattern of fabricated spots on a polynucleotide array.

The instant invention is directed to array fabrication orapparati therefor wherein 
a target pattern of polynucleotide droplets are dispensed onto a substrate followed by 
imaging of the arrayed pattern further followed by a comparison of the actual 
polynucleotide pattern with a target pattern. The closest prior art of record is the 
disclosure of Woiber which has been commented on above as neither teaching nor 
suggesting the instant invention.
